Bailey’s dead body was found at 4 
o’clock a. m. v'hen the train reached 
New'ton. 
It was stretched in a pool 
of blood on the floor of the car, the 
head beaten to a pulp. 
The end of 
the car was spattered with blood to 
the ceiling. 
There waif no evidence 
•of any struggle, the indications point­ 
ing to the committing of the murder 
while the messenger was asleep, be­ 
fore he could offer resistance. 
Bailey 
w'as 
last 
seen alive at 
Strong City. 
At Peabody someone 
opened the door just enough to throw- 
out a package of way bills and then 
closed it quickly. 
The custom of the 
m esseng^*r has 
been to go to sleep soon after leaving 
Florence and it is probable he did 
this Saturday night. 
His body rolled to the floor, and the 
robber, after beating his head brutal­ 
ly, it appears, covered it with the 
dead man’s coat. 
One 
blow' 
was 
struck at the man’s face with some, 
sharp instrument, probably a katchet, 
w'hich broke the jaw' bone. 
The keys of the safes w'e>'o taken 
from the dead man’s pocket and the 
safes then ransacked. The keys were 
put back into Bailey’s overcoat, the 
coat folded anrl put in his grip, where 
it was found later. 
Tw'o theories are held by the 'offi­ 
cers. 
One is that the robbers enter­ 
ed the car unobserved at Emporia or 
St» ong City and concealed themselves 
until a favorable opportunity to com­ 
mit the rob1)ery was presented. 
The other is that Bailey admitted 
sJinebody he considered a friend. 
When the train slowed down at the 
Missouri Pacific crossing in the east 
part of Newion tw’o men were seen 
l)y the engineer to jump from the 
Iraiii and run south.' 
It is believed 
these men were the robbers and that 
they made a detour around the busi­ 
ness i)art of town to the west yards 
of the Santa Fe, where 
they 
may 
have boarded another Santa Fo train, 
which left.' the depot twenty minutes 
after No. 115 arrived. 
Three suspicious chardcters were 
taken off the blind baggage ot this 
train when it reached Wichita and 
are being held for investigation. 
The officers were notified as soon 
as the murder and robbery were dis­ 
covered and within an hour posses 
wero scouring the country. A reward 
of $1,000 has been offered by the 
Wells Fargo Express company for the 
apprehension of the guilty parties. 
Up to this time no trace of the rob­ 
bers had been found. 
The murdered man was about 30 
years old and w’as recently married.

March 30.—Pro'ddent 
Roosevelt désires to obtain the con­ 
sent of congress to use force co set­ 
tle old scores and new with President 
Castre, of Venezuela. 
The opening of United States mail 
bags by Venezuelan authorities may 
become the occasion of a United States 
descent on Venezuela. 
It adds fuel 
in a situation that already is well 
burdened with inflammable material. 
But a smàll spark is neces.^.aiy to 
cause an explosion. 
The state department received no 
further information 
Sunday 
legard- 
ing the mail lag incident. 
Insl ructions have been 
cabled 
to 
Mr. Russell, tbe American minister 
at Caracas, to make a complete inves­ 
tigation into tbe tampering with the 
mails' which had been sent tc the 
cruiser Tacoma, which is now in Ven­ 
ezuelan waters. 
On the completion of this inquiry 
the minister will board the Tacoma 
and return to the United States to 
make a personal report on the entire 
Venezuelan 
situation 
to 
Secretary 
Root and President Roosevelt. 
Mr. Russell is not recalled from 
Venezuela in the belligerent sense of 
the term. 
It is not severing diplo­ 
matic relations. 
Mr. Russell intended 
in any event to sail April 14 from La 
Guacia. 
His departure is mere’y has- 
leneA. 
This, how'ev<:'r, has a significance of 
direct notice to President Caslro that 
the American government means to 
take drastic cteps to protect its in­ 
terests and tbose of its citizens in 
Venezuela, if need be. 
When Mr. Russell leaves Caracas 
there will not ‘have been an official 
discontinuance 
of 
diplomatic 
rela­ 
tions, hut these relations will ii\ fact 
lave

practically disconiinued 
or the time being. 
President Ri'osovelt will t ’ensmit 
to the senate the 
complete 
corre­ 
spondence an I hitherto confidential 
reports made to the state department 
•egarding the points in dispute with 
Venezuela. 
This will be accomjianied 
by a message trom the president. 
It is known that the president se­ 
riously considered the advisability of 
i.icluding in tbe message a direct re­ 
quest that he be authorized to use 
the “big stick.’.
